I, Jonathan E. Last, hereby declare as follows: 

1 . That I am the Director of VAS-CATH INCORPORATED and am authorized to make 
the representation and take the actions set forth below in this document. 

2. That the above-captioned United States Patent Application Serial No. 08/481,169 
filed June 7, 1995 (hereinafter "the Present Application"), is a continuation of United States Patent 
Application Serial No. 08/481,169 that was filed on June 7, 1995 (hereinafter "the Parent 
Application"), and that matured into United States Patent No. 5,797,869 (hereinafter "the 
£ 869 Patent") to which the Present Application claims priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120; that the 



'869 Patent is terminally disclaimed to expire at the earliest on March 23, 2010; and that a copy of 
the '869 Patent is attached as Exhibit A.
